The next morning, while on their 
march toward Hurby, an American 
picket, concealed in the Blue Bell, 
fired ujsin the advance aud killed two 
grenadier*. Five of the American* 
were bayoneted in the tavern. 

Cr.it Patriot'* Worthy Life. 

Patrick Henry retired from ofllce, a 
popular man, but a tired one, and went 
to live on a new estate, called Leather- 
wood, conalstlng of 10,000 acre*. The 
people were not willing that he ahould 
live a quiet life and elected blin gov- 
ernor again In 1784. after which he 
practiced law and wou great renown 
a* a criminal lawyer.
